: Wiil Immigration Benefit Or Hurt? 


Is it 49 the best interests of Canada that a new and far-reaching policy in 
regard to immigration be adopted and that vigorous action be taken to encour 
age a lurge infltt* of new settlers’? 

Or does Canada’s interests rather lie 
worid that it does not particukily weleome neweome 
Jitatiog immigration, erect even higher barriers agains 
restrictions upon, the entry of people into the Dominion? | 

Veople in Canada are divided into two groups on this important subject 
of immigration, with one group supporting the view set forth in the first para- 
raph above, and the other group advocating the policy outlined in the second , 
purngraph, 

Generally speaking, organized labor is outspoken aguinst any really effec: | 
dive polley, and in this the artizan class has the support of clerks, small sal- 
avied men and women, laborers, ete. On the other hand, all the big trans- 
portation, financlal, manufacturing and commercial interests are quite positive 
in declaring that if Canada is to grow and prosper it must abandon its policy | 
of indifference, ii indeed not opposition to Inmnlgration, 

Are these opposing schools of thought on tls question both actuated by 
nothing but selfishness, each considering thelr own particular interests only, 
and giving no consideration to the interests of others or the welfare of the 
‘country as a whole? Or is each of them honestly convinced of the soundness 
o! the posiiion they take? , Or are such radically different and antagonistic | 
opipiens the result of honest convictions resulting from the divergent points 
of view ‘rom which the question is approached? 

For example, is the artizan now in employment opposed to immigration | 
because of a belief that with the incoming of more people his employment | 
would be endangered, or his wages in danger of being lowered? And the man | 
who is at present out of employment, is he fearful that incoming immigrants | 
might get the work he hopes to secure, or failing to get work serve to swell | 
the army of the unemployed and thus accentuate the difficulties under which | 
he is at present laboring? In other words, are they thinking of the immediate | 
present without taking «a look forward to the permanent remedy of existing 
adverse conditions? 

Are the transportation, financial, manufacturing and commercial interests 
thinking only of securing through immigration a larger bedy of men and wo: 
men out of which they can select the employees they need, and, because of, 
the larger number, at lower wages than now prevail? Is the farmer, who, as! 
a rule, favors an energetic immigration policy, merely looking for a hired man} 
or a domestic? Or are these farmers and organized business interests real: | 
ly thinking and planning for more than the immediate present and seeking «a 
solution of a situation which is now more or less stagnant? | 

It should not be considered selfishness for a man to seek to safeguard the 
position he now has, nor retain the standard of wages he now receives; it is! 
not selfishness for the man out of eniployment to take a sland for conditions 
which he belleves will assist him to secure the work he wants; nor is it sel 
fistiness for a farmer to endeavor to bring about conditions whieh will enable 
lim to obtain needed assistance in his work and without whieh he is seriously | 
crippled in his operations and the profits from his labor largely lost to him. | 

The question which ealls for investigation and an answer is whether or 
not it is possible to develop a policy which, while meeting the admitted need 
of Canada for a larger population, and wlich will give to the farmer the labor 
he must have, and will result in the development of more business for our

and thus stay on the land and get 
on their feet, whereas prior to the 
advent of this crop they were fac 
ing defeat and despair. 

Other Silos 

“In recommending the trench silo, 
! do not for a moment disparage any 
of the types of silos now in use as a 
means of storing feed. They have 
one disadvantagd, however, and that 
is that they cost money The trench 
silo affords a mathod of storing feed 
which is inexpensive apart from 
labor, and most men who are strug 
gling to get on their feet are willing 
to make an expenditure of their own

It is the old homestead of the 
Law family, and Bonar Law still 
owns the farm, although he has it 
leased to Edward Hanney, the brother 
of a well-known citizen of Brandon,

When Rey, James Law, 
mier’s father, came to this 
in 1849, he settled 
which name was later changed to 
Rexton. Four sons composed the 
Law family, Robert, William, Bonar 
and Jack, All the boys were school 
mates of James S. Hannay, of Bran- 
don, who is able to give a very good 
close-up of the early struggles of the 
Law family. The boys attended a 
small school in Rexton, which was 
run by Rev. Chas. B. Pitblado, the 
father of the well-known Winnipeg 
lawyer, Isaac Pitblido, K.C,

ture, Bonar Law was quiet and did 
not take part in the boys’ sports at 
the little school. He always had a 
frightened look on his face, as if he 
was afraid of the future,” said Mr. 
Hannay, in discussing the Premier's 
school days.

If Cows Are Free From the Complaint, 
Pigs Will Be Protected 
Packers assert that too great a pro- 
portion of the hogs they receive are 
tuberculous, This suggests a refer. 
ence to Bulletin No, 16 of the Health 
of Animals Branch of the Dominion 


Department of Agriculture, wherein is | 


told how and why swine become at- 
fected, From tubercular cows, 
are informed, infection gets to the 
pigs in milk that has become contam- 
inated, The complaint is spread 
much in the same way as among cat- 
tle, that is by dirt, bad ventilation and 
neglect. Stunted, rickety pigs are 
more likely to become affected than 
well-grown, well-fed and healthy ones. 
The symptoms unfortunately are rare- 
ly manifest during the life of the pig 
owing to its usual brevity. This 
makes {t more important that precau- 
tions should be taken. Until tuber. 
culosis is eradicated from the dairy 
cows and the herds are proven free, 
other measures intended to prolect 
swine from the disease will be of little 
value, 
suspected cows will help, as will the 
thorough cooking of garbage that 1s 
fed to the pigs; but cleanliness, sani- 


tation, ventilation, and light are the, 


immediate desiderata and may be ac- 
counted the most effective. Although 
as has been said, the disease can rare- 
ly be identified in swine, its presence 
among young pigs can be accepted as 
indicated by emaciation, weakness, un- 
thriftiness In appearance and an in- 
clination to cough.

Great Storehouse in London, England, 
Is Wonderfully Constructed 

One of the wonderful store. 
houses of treasured possessions is in 
London, England, and is known as the 
Chancery Lane Safe Deposit. 

For a fee of from a guinea upwards 
anyone can store his or her belongings 
in the Deposit, which is so construct 
ed and guarded that no burelar, how 
ever clever he may me, could ever 
hope to break Into it. 

The 10,000 safes which the Deposit 
contains are protected more elaborate- 
ly even than the Crown Jewels or the 
bullion at the Bank of England. 

The basement of the building is 
divided into a series of strong-rooms, 
each of which holds 600 safes, No 
safe can be opened except in the pres 
ence of the depositor and an official 
of the Deposit. 

The strong-rooms weigh 600 tons 
apiece, and their locks are set to open 
only at a given hour in the day. 

Each strong-room fs detached from 
its neighbors, so that an armed patrol 
can walk below, above and around it,

In addition to these precautions, the 
whole of the outer shell of the De- 
posit 1s specially reinforced with arm- 
our-plating. A pretty tough proposi 
tion!

1 The Allied Debt To 
The United States From 
The Standpoint Of Equity 


When considering this problem, | 
however, we are faced with a funda: | 
Mental question, That the debt is 
fechnicaliy due, no one denies, But 
{s jt morally and reasonably due from 
the standpoint of Let us 
look into its merits. 

Most of us, I think, consider that 
even from the outbreak of the war} 
the men of Britain and of the Do 
minions were fighting the battle ol 
the United States, as well as of our 
own Empire, and of our Allies. We| 
have all heard Americans also express 
that opinion. Though it took some 
years for their people, as a whole, to 
recognize that fact, it was as true in 
August, 1014, as it was later when the 
gallant boys of both nations were 
fighting side by side. Germany aim- 
ed at world dominations, and, had she 
won the war, her political and com- 
mercial control of all Europe, all Af- 
rica and much of Asia, would have 
been at once established. She would 
have been the Colossus of the world, 
Iler eyes were already fixed covetu- 
ously on South America, and develop: 
ments there would have followed rap 
idly. Withe the naval, military and 
financial resources then at her back, 
what would she have cared for the 
Monroe doctrine? 

It would, however, be nardly reason 
able to claim that the United States 
should have entered the war at its 
outbreak, for the people had to be 
awakened. It is doubtful if they were 
sufficiently informed as to the merits 
of the struggle prior to the Lusitania 
incident, What would have happen- 
ed, however, if the United States had 
intervened then? The war would 
have been shortened by two years, 
millions of lives and tens of billions of | 
dollars would have been saved, the| 
condition of the world today would! 
not be what it is, and this problem of 
the war debts would, in all probability, | 
not have arisen. 

When the United States at last 
threw its vast power into the scales

that great addition to the cause ol 
civilization and righteousness was 
decisive. When their Government did 
act, they acted vigorously and 


wholeheartedly. We are all unspeak- 
ably appreciative of the part played 
by them in bringing the war to a con- 
clusion. It was some considerable 
time, however, after they declared 
war, before their armies could be or- 
ganized, trained and transported to 
France, and during that period they 
could render but ttle help other than 
financial. 

For whom d{id the Alles sacrifice 
the lives of their men before the 
United States entered the war, and 
from that date untll the American) 

. troops arrived? For all who did not 
wish a German world, for all free 
people, including Britain, Canada 
and the United States, 

The war was fought not merely with 
lives, but with money, ‘The financial 
burden fell chiefly on Briistn She 
had to advance huge sums to her al- 
Mes. Had she not done so, Germany | 
would have achieved a speedy victory, | 
end the turn of the United States 
would then have come. Much of this} 
money was spent in that country. Nev- | 
er before in the history of the world 
did any nation have such a stupendous 
stream of wealth poured into its lap 
And this money was the life blood of 
nations who were giving their all, but 
not for themselves alone. 

It we are right in believing that the 
United States had as great a stake in| 
the war before she entered it as after- 
wards, we may well ask whether it is 
fair that the Allies should bear alone 
the crushing financial burden of even} 
those earlier years, during which the! 
United States accumulated much of 
the wealth of the world. Surely their 
awful losses in life, before the United 
States lost a single man, are enough | 
of a handicap. 

But the case is much stronger. The | 
huge sums borrowed in the United 
States before April, 1917, are not in} 
question. The debts we are consider- 
ing are credits granted to the Allles 
by the American Government after it 
had itself entered the war, ‘These ad- 
vances were chiefly for munitions with 
which to fight the acknowledged en- 
emy of the United States. Had the} 
American armies been then in France, 
these guns and shells could have been | 
used by them, but the Americans were 
not yet there in force, and the Allied 
armies used them for the benefit of 
all. In doing this, these French, Brit- 
ish and other troops saved the Allied 
and American cause from defeat. Be 
cause American shells were fired | 
against the common enemy by British | 
soldiers (great number of whom gave 
their lives in doing so), does it follow 
that they must also be paid for by | 
British taxpayers? | 

It may perhaps be claimed that part | 
of the money was used to feed the Al- | 
led troops and peoples, Can men} 
fight, and at the same time cultivate | 
their fields, or work at other occupa-| 
tions? We used to hear of American | 
“Soldiers of the Soil,” and were told 
that these men were fighting as truly | 
as if they were in France. If they | 
had been in France, there would be no 
talk of charging the Allied Govern- 
ments for their services, 

If the United States insists that DBri- 
tain pay, Britain in turn must of} 
course require her debtors to pay. Do 
Americans exact payment from 
France, which has bled at every pore? ; 
The suggestion has also been made!

that Britain should transfer her West 
Indian colonies in| payment of the} 
debt. What would they think if Bri 
tain were to demand the transfer of} 
some of the old French colonies in re 
turn for cancelling the debt of France 
to her? 

Britain does not suggest that these 
crushing debts be cancelled unless | 
the American people consider that 
such cancellation would be a reason. 
able part of their contribution, They | 
do not wish the money to be w ritten | 
off as a bad debt. If the American} 
Government considers that the money

Storing Potatoes 


9 
290 men Proper Temperature and Good Ventil- 


ation Prime Necessities 

Potatoes, says the Dominion Horti- 
culturist, should be stored in a cool, 
well-ventilated cellar that is perfectly 
dark, Instead of piling the potatoes 
against the wall, or on the floor, slats 
should be nailed a little apart, say 
about six inches from the wall, and a 
temporary floor should be put down 
about the same space above the pei- 
manent floor with cracks between the 
boards. If the piles have to be made 
very large, square ventilators of wood 
made of slats and running from the 
top to the bottom can be put in here 
and there through the piles, ‘These 
with the ventilation afforded at the 
sides and bottom will keep the pota- 
toes In much better condition than if 
they are ina solid heap. Another 
good plan is to keep the potatoes in 
large crates made with slats close 
enough together to prevent the pota- 
toes from falling out. The tempera- 
ture should be kept as near 33 to 85 
degrees Fahrenheit as possible,

The 
herd book also includes a space for 
entering the value of the milk produe 
ed and the estimated cost of feed, so 
that at the end of the year the net 
profit or loss on each cow may be con- 
veniently estimated,

threatened further shoriage during 

the coming winter as a result of the 

recent prolonged miners’ strike again 


emphasize the vast superiority of 
hydro-elecirie’ power as compared 
with other sources of energy.

Oranges and Tomatoes 


Both Are Valuable 
Certain Diseases 

Oranges and tomatoes would not at 
first glance, seem to have much re- 
j semblance, Though botanically both 
are fruits one would be considered a 
fruit and the other a vegetable. Yet 
it has been proved that the humble 
tomato, formerly regarded as affording 
'Hitle more than bulk and = coloring 
matter in the diet, rivals the orange, 
which has long been known to pro 
fect against infantile paralysis and 
adult seuryy, 

Orange juice may be given to a baby 
as young as two months and is espe- 
Claily necessary when the child is be- 
ing fed on cow's milk. Not only does 
!orange juice exert this protective in- 
fluence, but it also, in some ways, aids 
the body’s growth, for babies have no- 
ticeably increased in weight after add- 
| ing orange juice to their ordinary diet. 

It inay not alway be possible to get 
orauges, and tomatoes are out of sea- 
son at certain times and impossible, 
or too expensive for people to buy, but 
there still remains the canned variety 
of the latter and it has been found 
that the effect of canned tomatoes is 
just as good as the fresh vegetable, 
and for babies it is safer to give the 
juice in this form than in the fresh 
forn.,

“It's not the water we get in a dry 
country that is important; it’s the 
water we keep,” so said Principal 
Bracken, of the Manitoba Agricultural 
College, two years ago at the Swift 
Current dry farming convention. 

A most {important pronouncement 
this, on a most important subject for 
it crystallizes into ong short, pithy 
sentence the secret of successful agri- 
cutlure on the prairies. Given a suf: 
ficient rainfall there is no question 
ebout the crops. This is as well recog: 
nized as anything can be. And the 
converse is equally well known; de- 
crease the water supply and the crops } 
decrease in proportion, even to the! 
vanishing point in some years. 

But when we talk about keeping the 
water, these questions are naturally 
suggested, “How are we likely to lose} 
it?” “What is likely to happen to it 
that we have to talk about keeping 
it?” und “Where is it likely to go?” 
We know where it comes from; the 
rain and the snow js the answer to 
that, but what becomes of that rain 
and that snow? ‘That is the point, 
and following up by implication, Prin- 
cipal Bracken's phrase, it is a most 
important one, 

Take the snow first. We have 
| heard of places where snow has been} 
; known to fall on the tops of fence; 
‘posts and pile itself up to a depth! 
of two feet, staying that way all win- 
| ter waiting for wind to blow it off. 
That isn't the way it happens on the 
prairie. Usually the wind comes with | 
il, und not only does {it not stay on! 
the tops of the fence posts, but often | 
it does not even stay on the ground 
where it falls. Where there is stub- 
| ble, a lot of it is caught and we are de- 
‘lighted to see it and begin to talk of} 
\the fine prospects for a crop next 
{year. But six inches of stubble does | 
{not hold much snow. In fact, when 
‘it comes to actual quantity of water} 
preserved the six inches of stubble 
jonly holds about half an inch of actual 
jrainfall. ‘The balance blows away to 
| form drifts in the coulees and the 
evests of the hills, where it melts in 
the spring and finds its way to the 
| creeks or the sloughs. 

There was abundance of snow last! 
|winter all over the prairie country, ! 
but without actual measurement, by 
jfar the greater part of it appeared) 
to be along the fringes of the coulees | 
jor behind the snow fences of the; 
j railways. Up in the bush country 
| there was some two feet of snow on 
the land all winter that did not blow 
away into any coulees. On the prai- 
rie fields it did, the very place that 
‘the snow and the water it melts into, 
| is so sorely needed, and instead of be- 
| ing available for the use of our ¢rops 
most of our winter rainfall is now on 
jits way to Hudson Bay or filling up 
the hollows in the fields, lost entirely 
;for the use that Nature intended it. 
And why the difference? Another 
very easy question. For in the north 
j there are plenty of trees and the wind 
has no chance to blow the snow off 
the ground where {t belongs. ‘The 
trees make the difference, 

That was a very significant report 
,by Mr, Tinline, Superintendent of the 
Dominion Experimental Tarm at 
Scott, Sask., which appeared in the 
| April (1922) issue of the Canadian | 
| Forestry Magazine, “Three to three 
and a half times as many potatoes in-|} 
(side the shelter belt as compared with 
jthe open fleld under parallel condi 
tions in 1920 and 1921." He says: “I 
do not know of any other factor that 
entered to influence the crop yields 
other than the fact that they were 
grown inside the wind-breaks, The 
snow does collect to quite a depth dur 
‘ing the winter months, the hedges be- 


jing seven to elght feet high.” 

Here is evidence of the highest 
| order as to the vesues of trees helping 
,to produce crops in dry years, and 
jthere are doubtless many other in- 
; stances scattered throughout the 
west, where men have noted benefit 
j arising from storing snow over win 
| ter behind a tree shelter, Many a 
}man at least, has experfenced it in 
{his garden. Near Alsask, about the 
| peak of the dry records in Saskat- 
chewan, there are a number of men 
who have grown fine crops of vege- 
tables, raspberries, strawberries and 
other garden siuff in the driest 
years, simply because thew have been 
behind

Careful records are kept of the 
water we get, and have been for 


miuny years, but beyond that we have 
no information, Yet we all know 
Principal Bracken uttered a most 
profound truth when he emphasized 
the need of keeping our water.

tention to this matter, Anybody that 
has given it any thought knows that 
tree belts preserve moisture and 
might go a long way to help solve 
some of our dry farm problems If the 
proper steps were taken. 

Is it not time something were done 
about it? Is it not possible to try 
{t out on a scale big enough for a real 
test, say, a towuship or a section or 
two? Even if it only proves a failure 
{t should be done, A great many 
people believe it would be of very 
great benefit at least locally, through 
the more level country. 

So far nothing has ben sald about 
preserving the rainfall in summer, 
but we know Prof, King, of Wiscon- 
sin, found the evaporation from the

Steady Tone Is Reported 
Market 
The noticeable feature of the mar- 


ket, as reported by the Dominion Live-

stock Branch ,is the steadiness and 
strength displayed for sheep, top 
prices at all the principal centres 


ranging from a dollar to three dollars 
up compared with the same time last 
year. At Toronto the top prices on 
August 24 were $12.50 against $10 last 
year, Montreal $10 against $8, Winnl- 
peg $11 against $10.50, Calgary $10.25 
against $7.75, and Edmonton §9 
against $8. All other top prices for 
livestock were either about the same 
as last year except for tops of calves at 
Toronto, which were $2.50, and hogs at 
Calgary and Edmonton, where there 
was a deficiency in tops but a same- 
ness in averages. The branch re- 
ported an improvement in the con- 
signment of wools from the west, es- 
pecially us regards the amount of 
seedy and reject wools, not more than 
one per cent, having graded seedy this 
year, while the percentage of bright 
and semi-bright wools in all the 
grades was well up to the average. On 
the whole the western grades this 
year are considered a particularly at- 
tractive offering. Cable reports as 
regards bacon show steadiness in de- 
mand but little change in prices, best 
Canadian selling at 140 shillings the 
long hundredweight, United States at 
122, Irish at 162, and Danish at 152 
shillings,

Imitation of 
English Pound Note 

Although many attempts have been 
made to forge £1 and 10s, treasury 
notes, the task of producing one which 
in circulation has 
practically impossible. <A 
bank official who has had considerable 
experience in handling these notes ex- 
pressed the view that there is not a 
forgery in existence which is not at 
once apparent upon ordinary examina- 
lion. 

Actually the number of spurious 
notes in circulation is very small com- 
pared with the total issue each year, 
and is more irritating than serious to 
the treasury, for no manufacture on a 
wholesale scale has ever been at- 


tempted. In fact, practically the only 
way they get into circulation is 
through racecourses, public house 


and shopkeepers, and their curreng 
ends as soon as @hey reach aba 
Since the pound note was tirst pit 
there have been some thirty ditferent 
efforts made to imitate it, and it isa 
significant commentary on the techni- 
cal efficiency of Germany that the best 
forgery ever circulated came from 
yermany. It broke down, however, 
on the shading round the King’s head, 
which lacked the distinctness and 
gradual blending of color which chaw 
acterize the genuine note, 


Device to Protect Engineers 


Pocket Canister Perfected “for Use 
While Running Through Tunnels 
Experts on gas fumes have develop- 

ed a pocket canister or respirator to 

protect locomotive engineers and thelr 
helpers when passing through tunnels. 

Tesis show that the discomforts will 

be alleviated and the dangers lessen: 

ed by the new device, which is a 

great improvement on the old “pig 

snout” type containing wet sponges 
to cool and absorb the gasses. 

The canister, which fits snugly into 
a coat pocket, fs filled with an absor- 
bent mixture of activated charcoal 
and soda lime, and contains filters of 
turkish towelling. Men who have 
been trying out these respirators for 
months are pleased with them, be- 
cause they are easily and cheaply 
made and have proven effective. 

Carbon monoxide, one of the & 
stituents of smoke, {fs  polsonous, 
and odorless and penetrates
